under 
twenty-one years of [age, to secure 
the consent of their parents. 
It is u n ­ 
derstood that none w ill be accepted 
under eighteen years of age. 
The State of 
Indiana 
has 
long 
wished for a company in Rushville, 
owing to the splendid facilities for 
getting 
the men 
to 
other 
towns 
quickly, and it is believed th at no 
trouble w ill be experienced in getting 
the State to accept the proposed com­ 
pany. 
The State of Indiana furnishes all 
the equipm ent for the men. inlcuding 
an arm ory, regulation blue and khaki 
uniforms, leggings, caps and 
hats, 
knapsacks, haversacks, canteens, guns 
and am m unition, bayonets, belts, car­ 
tridges, 
blankets 
and all camping 
eqnipment. 
The company will have three com­ 
missioned officers, a car tain and two 
lieutenants, besides toe sargeanfes and 
corporals, who form the non-commis­ 
sioned officers. 
Under the new law 
all Indiana 
guardsmen are paid for drilling and 
are paid 11 per day for every day 
they are in camp.

by the Mutual Life Insurance company 
against Robert S. Grannis, former vice 
president and trustee, and W alter R. 
Gillette, former treasurer and trustee 
of the company. It is alleged against 
Mr. Grannis that ho omitted to scru­ 
tinize vouchers which were submitted 
to him aud negligently and carelessly 
approved many vouchers which rep­ 
resented money paid for services not 
authorized. The damages suffered by 
the company because of these acts 
amounted, it Is alleged, to $290,000. 
In another cause of action against 
Mr. Grannis it is charged that he par­ 
ticipated in the making of payments 
out of the assets of the company ag­ 
gregating the sum of $92,500 to defray 
the expenses of campaign contribu­ 
tions to political parties. 
Altogether 
five causes of action against Mr. .Iran 
nis are set forth and the total amount 
for which judgment Is asked a g a in st 
him is $917,000, with interest, 
It is 
alleged that the former vice president 
participated in an arrangem ent by 
which money was taken out of the as­ 
sets of the company to establish a so­ 
called “confidential fund,’’ which wits 
expended for objects not within the 
corporate purposes of the company 
and beyond its lawful powers. 
The complaint against Mr. Gillette 
alleges that he received large sums 
as to which no entries appear in the 
records; that he made expenditures 
out of these 
moneys the items of 
which are for the most part unknown 
to the plaintiffs; that he paid over 
about $8,000 alleged to be balance re­ 
maining in his hands, and that he 
never submitted an account of the ex­ 
penditures made by him.

The Board has the power to act in 
any measure for sanitary conditions, 
and if their orders are not obeyed the 
law w ith a heavy penalty w ill be re­ 
sorted to. 
The Board is going after those peo­ 
ple who fail to cut their weeds and is 
•toeing to it that all vaults, alleys and 
cellars are kept properly cleaned. 
Rushville has been very 
fo rtu ­ 
nate,’’ said Dr, H. G. Linn, secretary 
of the Board, 
today, “ in the past 
tw enty 
years 
in 
not having 
nay 
epidemics of infectious diseases, but 
owing to th© condition of affaire now, 
we m ight look for an epidemic sooner 
or later, because there are a num ber 
of places in the city, especially cellars 
under some of the business howes in 
the downtown d istrict-so m e of which 
have been cleaned and some of which 
have n o t—th at are menace to the pub­ 
lic health.

best to keep the city in a good sanitary
